On another subject, I never did hear of any final action that 
you might have taken in regard to our exchange of cables in mid- 
October. One very beneficial thing did occur however, and that 
was to point up here in Washington the fact that the Department, 
and the Agency as wall, were not keeping our Latin American 
Ambassadors as fully informed as they should have been on a 
critically current bas is. This was remedied by transmission to

]and 1 hope was followed up by the Department in subsequent 


messages. 

We are a long, i«mg way from getting out of the woods on this 
entire problem of a Soviet satellite in the Western Hemisphere, and 
our currant position, for my money, is only the first Initial step to 
get back to where we should be.
